TEL AVIV. — Israel's industries 
cannot at present compete in 


Europe — they need better man- 
agement and marketing procedures, 
and thelr products need ‘better de- 
sign, European industrialist Oscar 
Van Leer gaid yesterday. 

“Van Leer, who is chairman of 
the Council for Economic Liaison 
Europe-Israel (CEL), was speak- 
ing at a Kibbutz Industries press 
conference here. 

“Marketing is not merely seli- 
ing. but producing what the Euro- 
pean market needs; and Israel 
must be five minutes ahead of its 
competitors in discovering those 
needs,” he stressed 

Unless Israel's industries can be 
on a par with Europe they have 


litle chance for survival, Van Leer 
Said. But he thought the necessary 
improvements could be effected. 

CEL (which was established by 
the Prime Minister's Economic 
Conference) is willing and able to 
help with European expertise, he 
said.

Nixon in ‘friendly’ talk with Mao 


PEKING. — Ex-President Richsrd 
Nixon yesterday had a one-hour 40- 
minute meeting with Chairman Mao 
Tse-tung on ἃ wide range of sub- 
jects, Chinese officials reported. They 
described it as “a friendiy conver- 
sation.” 

At the end cf the meeting the 
frail, S-year-oxj Chairman asked 
Nixon to convey his regards to Pre- 
Sidext Ford on his returm to the 
U.S., they added. 

Sending wishes te the President 
on the eve of the New Hampshire 
primary election was seep as 3 sign 
that Peking did not want Nixon's 
visit here to be interpreted a5 c¢ri- 
ticism of the White House. 

Some Republicans have question- 
ed Chinese motives in scheduling 
the trip just hefore the primary, on 
the grounds that it could embarrass 
Ford. 

The rare audience with China's 
leader was only 10 minutes shorter 
than President Ford's meeting with 
Mao last December. 

It was a sign of the huge esteem 


Peking holds for the former Presi- 
dent despite the Watergate scandal 
and his humiliating resignation from 
the White House. 

Chinese officials said that Nixon 
was accompanied by his wife Pat 
and one of his aides, Col. John 
Brennan. China's new Acting Pre- 
mier Hua Kua-feng and Fore(gn 


Minister Chiao Huan-hua were 
among Chinese officials at the meet- 
ing. 


It was the Chairman's frst au- 
dience with foreign visitors since 
be met Nixon's daughter Julie and 
husband David Eisenhower on De- 
cember 31. 

The Nixons arrived here Saturday 
might on a so-called private visit. 
But they have been treated vir- 
tually like heads of state and yes- 
terday's official press splashed long 
Yeports on their visit. 

The former President and his wife

Continued guerrilla fighting foreseen for Sahara 
Open war not seen likely 


By STEPHEN HUGHES 
RABAT. — In the event of a con- 
ventional desert war aver the Span- 
ish Sahara, Aigeria wouki out-gun 
Moroceo and Mauritania combined 
by at least two to one. But an open 
conflict between regular armies is 
unlikely; the indications are that 
Algeria plans instead to promote 
large-scaie guerrilla warfare, with 
Libyan assistance. 

‘The guerrilla arm is the Polisario 
Front, a Saharan nationalist move- 
, ment which like Algeria opposes 
Spain’s decision to hand over the 
western Sahara territory and its 
huge phosphate deposits by the 
end of this month to Morocco, who 
will share it with Mauritania. The 
Polisario says it is fighting for 
self-determination snd eventual in- 
dependence for the territory. 
According to Spanish figures, the 
area has a population of only 72,000. 
But the Polisario can find thousands 
of recruits among nomad itribes- 
men who range over vast areas of 
the Sahara desert included within 
Algeria, Mauritania, Morocco and 
Mali besides the Spanish Sahara 
itself, 
These people are generally a war- 
like lot, and have lived for centuries 
partly θν from plundering raids called 


*Polisario Buerrillas have been 
operating over a desert area along 
the eastern frontier of the Spanish 
Sahara, which zigzags from Zag in 
the north to Zug im the south, a 
distance of 1,195 kms.

There are indications that the Po- 
lisario plans a long campalgn of 
attrition in the desert — one that 
eould be 3 running sore for Mo- 
roccan and Mauritanian forces. The 
guerrillas would operate from sanc- 
tuaries in Algeria. 

If ever the Moroccans were tempt- 
ed to attack these bases, they would 
risk a confrontation with superior 
Algerian forces.

power also depends on the hardness 
of the water and the additives in the 
soap to counteract it. Water is hard, 
all over Israel he told me, especially 
where underground water sources 
are used. Soap in itself is a water 
softener, 50 a certain percentage of 
your soap goes into softening the 
water, and not into cleaning you. 

A part of the soap, called 
“builders,” contains additives which 
go specially towards softening the 
water. (Some builders are made 
simply to increase the weight of the 
soap, i.e., you're paying more for a 
Jarger piece without it having any 
effect on the cleaning qualities.) 
HAVING DEALT with cleaning, my~ 
chemist started on the second point, 
which Interests us all — what's good 


, or bad for your skin. Your skin is 


sensitive primarily to alkalis, and 
secondly to the particular composi- 
tion of the fat used in making the 
soap. A high-quality soap should con- 
tain a low percentage (not more than 
0.1 per cent of free alkali. The 
higher the alkali content, the worse 
it is for your akin. (Here, he pointed 
out, that the ‘‘soapless’" soaps are 
totally non-alkaline being made of 
synthetic materials, so if your skin is 
sensitive, they are probably the best 
for you. They also have a high 
degree of solubility, being liquid, and 
therefore clean proportionally 
more.) 


What about the ‘‘super-fatted"’ 
soaps? These, intended for dry or 
sensitive skins, contained some fat 
like lanolin, peanut or olive oi] blend- 
ed in. You can decide for yourself 
whether to buy a cheaper soap, and 
then use a lanolin or other fatted 
cream for your skin after washing, 
he said. 

“‘Baby'' soap (also called 
“eastile’’ soap) is made either of 
pure olive oil or a mixture of similar 
composition. It does not irritate the 
skin because of the composition of 
the fatty acids it contains, and it is 
probably good for sensitive skin. 

The chemist noted that every cake 
of soap you buy in the shop contains 
soap and water to ensure solubility. 
A good soap should not contain more 
than 15 per cent water: otherwise, it 
ia certainly soluble, but there's less 
soap to do the cleaning. 
“Transparent” soap contains a very 
high percentage of water, therefore 
you need more of it to clean the nor- 
ma] amount..which can come expen- 
sive. 

Last, he gave me a basic — the 
whiter the soap, the higher the quali- 
ty the animal fat it is made of, and 
the better that is for you. Therefore, 
if the soap you buy is pure white, it's 
good. Of course, there are coloured 
soaps equally good, so if you like 
coloured soaps then you'll have to

Decline of breast-feeding 


By SHELLY COHEN 
BOSTON. — The decline of breast 
feeding in urban areas is global and 
it's bringing with Jt increases in in- 
fant mortality and malnutrition, ac- 
cording to a group of pediatricians” 
and sociologists. 

Dr. Joseph Wray of the Harvard 
School of Public Health told a pane! 
at the week-end that in Tha! villages 
where breast feeding is the norm few 
children under the age of three show- 
ed signs of malnutrition. The panel 
was part of the 142nd national 
meeting of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science. 


But in the urban slums of 
Bangkok, he said, some 75 to 80 per 
cent of the children under the age of 


Wray said, "δὴ adequate alternative 
to breast feeding depends on 
providing a nutiritonal adequate, 
easily assimilated formula." 

Such a formula tendg to be expen- 
sive and if mixed with contaminated 
water, “you've got trouble."" 

Dr. Solomon Katz of the University 
of Pennsylvania pointed to the 
positive aspects of breast feeding for 
all children. 

“"We know the kind of severe shock 
people go into if they receive a 
transfusion of the wrong type of 
blood, yet we assume this highly 
complex formula of human breast 
milk has a substitute."’ 

Katz praised both the nutritional 
properties of breast milk and the im- 
munological properties passed on in

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Keep the ships sailing 


WHEN ISRAEL'S seamen split inta two separate unions, one 
for officers and the other for ratings, three years ago, it 
was clear that they were on a collision course. They have now 
collided, head-on, ‘ard thus may endanger the future of the 
Israel Merchant Marine, a lifeline that the country cannot 
afford to lose, not even temporarily. 

Tt was perhaps too much to expect that the generai 
malsise of the country's latour relations would by-pass our 
ships. where in fact the problems are magnified by their 
confinement. The present spate of strikes and hold-ups in 
the skips is the result of the Officers Union’s determination 
to remedy what they ¢descride as poor discipline on the ships. 
They are coing this mainly by taking the fight to Moshe 
the volatile lesder of the deck hands in the Ratings 
Union. He, with some justification, claims that the leaders of 
the Officers Union have proved themselves no less extreme 
and strike-happy than himself. Independent observers have 
come to tke conclusion that our maritime peace is being 
undermined less by the men on the ships than by the two 


The Officers are demending that “hierarchy” on board 
ships be unconditionally acknowledged by the Ratings, because 
there can be no democracy δὲ sea. In their struggle ageinst 
the Ratings they have enlisted the new Shipping Law, and 
they heve put the Transport Ministry's superintendents under 
intense pressure to interpret it according to their own views. 
This has resulted in every petty saquabble on board being turn- 


Stripes on their uniforms and the Law in their hand will 
not, however, provide the officers with the authority that 
depends on qualities of leadership and personal example. 
These, it should be stressed, are amply in evidence on most 
ships, and discipline difficulties would seem to be limited 
to only a section of the merchant marine. 

The Ratings Union has not always been a model of res- 
ponsible bekaviour. But its current proposal for defusing the 
explosive situation created within the merchant marine can 
hardly be faulted. The Ratings suggest a conference with the 
Officers, under the segis of the Transport Ministry, to work 
out terms of cooperation that will keep the ships sailing and 
will restore discipline wherever necessary. 

Once cooperation is established, as it can and must be, 
Officers and Ratings alike will be able to get down to their 
real problem, which is keeping Israel vessels competitive on 
the critically slumping shipping market. It is no use adopting 
resolutions against owners dropping the Israel flag if in fact 
the seamen are driving owners awsy from the flag by their

CAPTIVE AUDIENCE 
FOR BREZHNEV 


The 25th Soviet Communist Party Congress now under way will prove to be a 
tame affair, writes Edward Crankshaw in this Ofns analysis. Under Brezhnev, 
there has been nothing new for 11 years. And even if he announces his retire- 
ment at the Congress, little is likely to change. 


THERE WILL be no drama at the 
25th Congress of the Soviet Com- 
mumist Party which opened 

im the great hall of the Moscow 
Kremlin. Or, if there is, it will be un- 
scheduled and a matter for the 
urgent attention of the KGB. This 
very certainty {s a tribute to the 
dullness and predictability of Mr. 
Brezhnev'’s Russia, For Party 
Congresses once upon a time were 
affairs of considerable interest: at 
the very least they told the world 
what was likely to happen next. All 
that will be happening when this 
Congress is over is more of the same. 

Tt was at the Second Congress in 
1903 {starting in Brussels and ending 
in London) that Lenin split the Party 
into its Bolshevik and Menshevik 
wings. Thenceforward ail the early 
Congresses reflected the striving 
and feuding of conspiratorial 
revolutionaries pronouncing 
anathema on each other's heresies 
and dreaming of the day of glory. 
When that day had come successive 
Congresses reflected the desperate 
struggle of the new Soviet govern- 
ment far survival — and its victory. 

after Lenin's death in 1924 Stalin's 
Congreases marked each stage of the 
monster's triumph — until, in 1939, 
he decided that he no longer need 
pretend to be a servant of the Party. 
He was the Party, and there were no 
more Congresses until late in 1952, 
some months before his death. 

Under Khrushchev eve: 
suddenly came to life. Bursting with 
ideas, grand, brilliant, mad, 
perverse, visionary or just plain sil- 
ly. Khrushchev used his Congresses 
to mark violent swings and changes, 
of direction. 
something new. 

There has been nothing new for 
eleven years (it was Khrushchev, 
not Brezhnev, who invented 
detente). Today it hardly matters 
whether there is a Congress or not. 
Even if, as some believe he will, 
Brezhnev uses the occasion to an- 
nounce his own retirement, there 
will be no drama about his going. It 
does not matter whether he goes or 
stays: his place at the head of that 
geriatric Praesidium, or Politburo, 
will be taken by another elderly com- 
rade. The Soviet Union is stuck in a 

ve, 

On the whole that is where most 
Soviet citizens who are pest their 
first youth are reasonably content to 
be, in spite of shortages and queues 
and overcrowding and harassments 
of various kinds. Anything for a quiet 
life after so many decades of suffer- 
ing and savagery and turmoil. 


LOOKING AT the Party hierarchy 
on the occasion of this 25th 


Always there was’ 


Congress one wonders how the coun- 
try will ever get out of that groove. 
Under Khrushchev a number of 
younger men of and talent 
seemed to be coming up fairly brisk- 
ly. Some have since fallen by the 
wayside, ofhers are getting on in 
years. For example, the best of that 
bunch, V.G. Polyansky, 15 already 
59. But the most impressive of the 
post-Khrushchey arrivals, perhaps 
the most gifted natural leader to 
appear in Russia since the war, V-L 
Dolgikh, is 52. 

Outspoken, enterprising, practical 
and original, Dolgikh has had a most 
remarkable career. He is a Siberian 
born, bred and educated. Trained as 
an engineer, he worked himself up 
from the shop-floor to the manage- 
ment of the tremendous Norilsk 
metallurgical and mining combine 
by the time he was 38. He was 45 
when he moved into the Party ap- 
paratus (where most senior Party 
officials have spent their whole 
careers), to be appointed in one 
giant's step over the heads of 
goodness knows how many career 
apparatchiks to be first secretary or 
Party boss, over the vast satrapy of 
the Krasnoyarsk region in southern 
central Siberia. 


It was an appointment without 
parallel. So was his call to Moscow 
three years later to take itis place un- 
der Brezhnev’s wing as one of the 
Central Committee secretaries. That 
was at the end of 1972. It will be in- 
teresting to see how Dolgikh 
emerges from next week's 
If he ts brought forward it will 
suggest that the promotional iog-jam 
at the top is to break up. If 
not, it will be a sign that the old 
Stalinist hacks are still strong 
enough to keep the younger men 
down. 


There must be others like 

less gifted but no less remote from 
the revolutionary past and even 
more remote from Stalinism. It is 
worth bearing in mind that today's 
up-and-coming young men and 
women of 40 were only seven when 
Stalin died. Untii we know more 
about them it is le even to 
guess what Russia will be like in ten 
years time. 

“Next week's will not tell 
us much, and δἰ is unlikely that it will 
present us with many new faces. As 
far as the statutes go, this assembly 
of delegates from all over the Union 
could elect a completely new Central 
Committee, from which in turn 


* would be chosen a new Secretariat 


and a new Praesidium. For the 
Congress meets not only to hear’ 
about the state of the Union, to 
assess the First Secretary's 


stewardship, to listen to a hundred 
speeches all carefolly orchestrated 
deforehand, to receive policy -hbine- 
prints for the next five years. It 
Teets also ostensibly to elect new 
senior Party officers, as indicated 
above. But in fact it will be found 
that almost all the speeches will be 
made by members of the old or the 
new Central Committee, or both. 


And the Praeaidium and the 
Secretariat are in fact. selt- 
perpetuating. All senior Party ap- 
pointments throughout the Soviet 
Union are made from the Centre, 
and these senior officiain in their 
turn are responsible for discovering, 
recruiting and bringing forward the 
promising young. They favour their 
own kind, Brezhnev's kind. There 
are no open examinations. Personal 
indiuence ls all — except in rare 
cases where ability is so Ο 
that it cannot be ridden — 


PERSONALITIES apart, it will bea 
sober Congress.

Brezhnev's real achievements are 
ones he cannot easily. boast about to 
his captive audience: the resurrec- 
ton of ail the panoply of 18th century 
imperialism above all.

A FEW WEEKS ago I was invited to 
address the men at an army base in 
the Sinai Desert. I waa to speak on 
the foundations of Jewish tradition 
and values, The Base Commander 
wanted a series of talks on the sub- 


.Ject because men in uniform were 


asking why we need this Land. Shock- 
ed, he felt that such a course would 
not only answer that question but 
would also be helpful in connection 
with problems such as hashish and 
crime. 

Apparently the general 
educational system of Israel has fail- 


ed to transmit the urgency of being a - 


Jew or of living in the Land. Many 
feel, ike our lieutenant-general, that 
& reach back to our heritage will 
help. The issue is underlined by the 
infamous U.N. resolution equating 
Zionism with racism. Bad enough 
the world views Zionism adversely; 
we must make sure that our youth is 
not so negatively inclined. 

So Jewish education is the issue. It 
was the theme at the Zionist General 
Councij seasions and at the Prime 
Minister's Solidarity Conference. 
But what does Jewish education 
mean? All use the same term. Each 
views it in his own image. The 
Jewish people and its values 
somehow begin and end with each 
speaker. 

IT submit that Jewish education 
must be based on the answer to one 
primary question. There may or 
may ποῖ be several answers. Any 
system that does not have a clear, 
unequivocal answer to it is doomed 
te failure. The question is ‘‘Why be a 
Jew?" 

if we have an answer to this ques- 
tion. one that is meaningful and 
demanding, our school system will 
have no trouble in teaching these 
valueg.
